Showiest building is Milton Schwartz's hori- 
zontal ribboned Executive House, and freshest 
to a shop-worn or otherwise gadgety commercial 
scene Ezra Gordon and Jack Levin's small office 
building for Long-Kogen, Inc. Double award 
winners, interestingly, is the comparatively young 
firm of Hausner & Macsai. Bertrand Goldberg & 
Associates made their Drexel Apartment project 
pleasant places out of simple materials, and 
architects Harry Weese and the Kecks brought 
their usual touches to their awarded residential 
buildings. City Architect Gerhardt brought dig- 
nity without pomp in remodeling the City Coun- 
cil Chambers. 

Skidmore, Owings & Merrill and Levon Seron 
in their Gompers Junior High School in Joliet 
mated the module to a school clean, clear cut, 
and bright looking, and in their buildings for the 
International Minerals and Chemicals Corp. in 
Skokie, architects Perkins & Will mated the 
module with color and some of the softness of 
the forest preserves the buildings adjoin. 

This year’s awards comprise a select and small 
group, each significant in some way, as cited by 
the Jury. But is it more significant that there 
were only eleven awards? Eligible for awards 
were any building, related sculpture or craft done 
in the Chicago area since 1953 and not previously 
awarded. Submissions were not restricted to 
buildings done by members of the Chicago AIA. 
So much has been built in all categories. 

While there is no desire to make the awards 
meaningless, are they now too carefully chosen, 
seeking too much in one building? Or is so much 
built that is not submitted? Or is so much built 
that is without merit? 

The purpose of the Honor Awards Program 
is to recognize and encourage good building, 
good craftsmanship. There are contributions in 
many buildings that should be recognized, that 
considered as adding one to another would en- 
courage better building. 

Architecture is more than a first, fleeting im- 
pression photograph. As evidenced in this year’s 
awards the parts make the success of the whole. 
Publicity is one thing, professionalism another. 
We invite the Chicago Chapter AIA to broaden 
next year's Award Program and broader partici- 
pation on the part of Chicago area architects. 0

They supply heat from the outdoor 
air in winter, get rid of indoor heat in summer. 

After several years’ operation, owner August 
Schlotfeldt describes results as “‘highly satisfactory’’. 
Only one compressor has been used a majority of the 
time, indicating more than enough capacity. Initial 
cost was $3500 less than cooling plus conventional 
heating system. Operating cost is competitive with 
other types.

Threat or Promise?

United States has shifted from an 85 per 

cent rural society to one which is 85 per 
cent urban. By 1975 we will have increased our 
population by 60 million, 55 million of which 
will live in metropolitan areas. Each year we 
are chewing up about one million more acres 
of the countryside, converting open land to resi- 
dential, industrial and business use. The New 
York metropolitan region will increase in popu- 
lation from 15 million in 1955 to 19 million in 
1975, an increase of 26 per cent or 4 million. 
This is about the number now residing in the 
entire Philadelphia metropolitan area. Simi- 
larly, it is estimated that metropolitan Chicago 
will expand from a population of 614 million 
in 1958 to 10 million by 1980—an increase of 
over 50 per cent, a rate of growth twice that of 
the New York region.

our urban areas is staggering to contemplate. 


I refer to metropolitan areas because it is in 
that context that the central city must be con- 
sidered in the future. The American suburb 
and its sprawling ex-urbia have form and mean- 
ing only in terms of their relationship to the 
central city which supports them. Healthy 
metropolitan development and growth cannot 
occur without a healthy core, which is the heart 
and nerve center of the region. Inevitably the 
civic, fiscal and economic well-being of the cen- 
tral city determines the progress and prosperity 
of the entire area and, along with the other cen- 
tral cities, the economic well-being of the nation. 
And so, for better or worse, the American future 
depends on what we do with our cities. 


Even if it were possible to abandon our cities 
for a highly decentralized suburban and country 
sprawl, I am confident that the people of our

In all probability the greatest ob- 
yacle to any effective and expedi- 
jous program of renewing 
wr cities is the general public 
pathy and resistance to change. All 
if us know that change is in the 
tural order and is a law of life 
or everyone and everything — indi- 
viduals, business organizations, our 
ities and our country. This being 
, it is strange that not only do we 
jolerate, we even venerate and glori- 
fy the outmoded, the obsolete, the 
uusable and worn-out in our cities 
md in their physical pattern. And 
wen from among those who talk 
boldly about renewal planning, 
there are many who end up oppos- 
ing practical steps for slum clear- 
mce because of the pain and diffi- 
ailty involved in relocating the slum 
dwellers. 





Continuing Program 


To renew a city, the civic and 
business leaders of a community 
must be fervently committed to a 
continuing program of replacing the 
dd and outmoded with the new. 
There must be general public ac- 
ceptance of this viewpoint, so much 
that this becomes a belief — that 
tach year a part of the city must 
be renewed and improved. Urban 
renewal can be accomplished success- 
fully only when willingness to effect 
change is combined with suffiicient 
boldness to produce effective and 
dramatic change that will induce 
other changes. You cannot effective- 
ly renew a part of a city simply by 
tearing down a few slum buildings 
and building some new housing in 
its place with no change in the street 
or traffic pattern or in city facilities 
wich as schools and parks. The 
Minimum requirement is to desig- 
nate for renewal an area that is 
big enough to achieve its own social 
and economic climate and distinctive 
nighborhood. Once the task is un- 
dertaken, then the entire area must 
be transformed completely by pain- 
ful surgery. 

I have been told by one of my 
fiends in the Urban Renewal Ad- 
Ministration of the Federal Govern- 
ment that his greatest criticism of 
the city renewal program is the 
tendency of too many cities to sub- 
hit unimaginative projects that are 
too small or that do not go far

Assuming that widespread citizen- 
pport might replace public apathy, 
yhat else is needed to get the ur- 
hn renewal program really roll- 
9? Here are a few steps which, if 
ken, would in my opinion facili- 
late the tremendous job that cities 
lave on their hands to renew them- 
lves in order to continue to ful- 
fil their vital role in our economy. 





First, a city’s renewal program 
wght to be a continuing process, 
year in and year out, with reserve 
land always available. I should like 
jo see the federal urban renewal 
laws and allocations enlarged so 
that Chicago and other cities could 
gear themselves to a continuing pro- 
gam of rebuilding so many square 
blocks a year for an indefinite peri- 
od: Following a comprehensive plan, 
acity would delineate or map all 
ot a substantial part of its slum 
aweas where total clearance is the 
prescribed treatment and proceed to 
aquire them by condemnation on 
the basis of so many blocks a year. 
I would clearly separate the wiping 
out of the old and decayed from the 
job of rebuilding and renewing. The 
healing influence of the passage of 
time is needed to enable the public 
to forget the slums of yesterday and 
to prepare for the new and attractive 
part of the city that will emerge. 
Moreover, a reserve of usable vacant 
land, whose re-use has been deter- 


‘mined by plan, sets the stage for 


the combined effort of municipal 
dficials, planners, developers and 
tivic leaders in bringing about the 
integrated actions needed to create 
acomplete neighborhood. 


Coordinated Budgeting 


Further, a successful renewal pro- 
fam requires coordinated budget- 
ing of expenditures for schools, 
expressways, off-street parking, sew- 
tts, parks and other items required

tities is not new. Stockholm, Sweden, 
has used it successfully as the key- 
stone of their housing program;

Relocation Problems 


Undoubtedly one’s first reaction 

omy suggestion is to question how 
i handle the people and the busi- 
ness that must be relocated. This is 
agood question, and my second sug- 
gestion seeks to provide an answer. 
Certainly relocation and the many 
human problems it precipitates are 
the most potent obstacles to city 
renewal we face. Relocation will 
never be easy and the uprooting of 
families and business can never be 
done without heartache. But I in- 
fist’ that the process can be greatly 
improved. At the same time a sub- 
stantial amount of rehabilitation 
aan be achieved. While I would not 
entirely eliminate new public hous- 
ing developments, I would urge that 
in the next decade the major effort 
of our public housing authorities 
be focused on the provision of re- 
location housing. Such housing 
would be obtained by acquisition 
through condemnation of housing 
in fringe areas, which would then 
be rehabilitated by the public hous- 
ing authority and administered as 
temporary public housing with pri- 
ority for families relocated from 
tenewal areas. There are two good 
teasons for doing this. 
_ First, unless more relocation hous- 
ing is forthcoming, the renewal pro- 
gram in many of our cities will be 
jeopardized. Slum areas cannot be 
deared unless there is available de- 
cent and sanitary housing for the 
families that must be relocated. Such 
housing is becoming increasingly 
more difficult to find and, with it in 
short supply, urban renewal will be 
lowed down to where it cannot keep 
pace with the rate at which slums 
are being formed. 

Secondly, rehabilitation of housing 
in fringe areas that can be saved by 
Measures short of complete demoli- 
tion is an appropriate conservation 
task for local government and one 
that in the past has been very badly 
handled by private enterprise. We

ge area properties and convert 
them into veritable rabbit warrens 
at soon become slums. This is 
wually done illegally or at least in 
‘manner that the building code 
wd the zoning regulations never 
ontemplated. The slum lord who 
jsout for the quick buck by milking 
a property today with no thought 
for the morrow represents a very 
mall segment of private enterprise, 
oe that those of us who believe 
strongly in private enterprise are 
wshhamed of. On the basis of my 
experience, I believe that rehabili- 
tation of fringe-area buildings for 
relocation housing is an appropriate 
task for local government. 


Such an approach would not only 
provide needed relocation housing 
but would also insure that a proper 
program of rehabilitation would be 
carried out through the acquisition 
by the local public housing authoriy 
of one or more whole blocks in 
which unretrievable structures 
would be demolished while others 
would be rehabilitated. Attention 
could then be given to eliminating 
certain neighborhood deficiencies, 
such as lack of open space, off-street 
parking, subminimal lots, non-con- 
forming uses, etc. This would be 
in striking contrast to piecemeal 
face-lifting of an individual prop- 
erty, which is seldom successful fi- 
nancially and where little or nothing 
is added to the residential security 
of the neighborhood. 


Rehabilitation Units 


Such a program would also be 
financially feasible. New public 
housing construction today involves 
4 capital cost of from $12,000 to 
$17,000 per dwelling unit, on top 
of which you must add continuing 
subsidy costs as well as tax exemp- 
tion. Rehabilitation at any price 
tould scarcely be unfavorable by 
comparison. What is more, the fin- 
hed rehabilitation units could be 
used for short-term public housing 
with a stipulated time schedule for 
moving the property out of public 
ownership and back into private 
hands and onto the tax rolls again. 
Proper rehabilitation. can make 
highly satisfactory dwelling units in 
older housing that are a credit to 
the city and will be useful for 
years. They can then be returned to

Future Pattern 

















My third suggestion relates to the 
manner of implementing urban re- 
newal. Increasingly our cities must 
become the architects of their future 
physical pattern. Just as building 
codes and zoning have become neces- 
sary, so too will urban renewal plan- 
ning have to become a necessary and 
important process wherein private 
enterprise and municipal govern- 
ment will have to learn to work out 
many new relationships. To renew 
our cities properly, I would urge 















































working with the city’s planning offi- 
tals should undertake a more ag- 
gressive role and assume a larger 
tisk. To wit, after certifying a size- 
able area as a slum, acquiring the 
property and clearing the site, the 
local redevelopment agency, taking 
advantage of the coordinated capital 
budgeting which I mentioned earli- 
er, should put in the new streets, 
arterial highways, schools, public 
parks, places, and plazas, obtain the 
hew zoning and determine the major 
controlling standards to apply in the 
tedevelopment. These costs would 
be underwritten one-third by the 
locality and two-thirds by the Fed- 
tral Government. Then only, after 
the basic form begins to take shape, 
thould the local redevelopment 
agency go out and look for customers 
in the form of private builders who 
will undertake to develop one seg- 
Ment or several in the new area. 
Only by obtaining a large number 
of developers, each of whom may 
play a very small part in the recon- 
struction, will they be able to get

Each and every member of the AIA 
is a committee of one to combat the 
“package deal.” We must each make 
sure that our friends in other lines of 
endeavor understand our problem and 
know why we prefer to remain and to 
promote the cause of the independent 
architects. In doing this we will have 
to draw a fine line, but a distinct one 
nevertheless. 

We are not against the “package.” 
An architect and a contractor can co- 
operate to give an owner a price which 
includes as much or as little as the 
situation calls for, but the manner in 
which the architect gets paid should 
leave him independent of the building 
operation so he can freely exercise his 
best professional judgment to the best 
interest of the owner, the public whom 
we serve and the long range best in- 
terests of the contractor. 

o 

Architects get paid in many dif- 
ferent ways and none of the methods 
of payment to be mentioned deter- 
mine of themselves whether the archi- 
tect is ethical or not. An architect can 
be salaried, he can do a specific 
amount of work for a fixed fee, he can 
receive a variable fee or percentage 
based on the cost of the work, or he 
can be paid by any number of com- 
binations of these ways. One thing he 
cannot do, however, and remain ethi- 





cal and that is to participate in the 
profits of the building operation. 
This is why many people feel that 
an architect can not render fair and 
impartial service when he is salaried 
by a contractor, because he is being 
paid out of the profits of the building 
operation. Isn’t the architect, whether 
he realizes it or not, beholden to the 
contractor who pays him? Does any 
thinking owner want an _ architect 
whose decisions and judgment are sus- 
pect, even before they are rendered? 
o 
Now let’s look briefly at the other 
side. An architect isn’t ethical just 
because he gets his fee from the 
owner and not through the contractor. 
He can accept kick-backs, he can 
choose inferior materials and he can 
make decisions which favor the con- 
tractor regardless of who pays him, 
but the opportunity for graft, the cli- 
mate of construction pressure and costs 
are minimized when he practices as 
an independent individual, or group 
of individuals. The best public in- 
terests are not being served when the 
architect is a cog in a corporation, a 
draftsman for a contractor, a captive 
professional. 
o 
To be fair, we must make one more 
statement. We are organized to keep 
our professional house in order, the 
committee on Office Practice and Pro- 
cedures conducts hearings and reviews 
of documented mal-practice. Thus we 
find it necessary to admit that all 
architects are not completely compe- 
tent, and must add that all architects 
who find they must operate as part of 
a contractor’s organization are not 
necessarily dishonest. As in the other 
professions which offer their services 
to the public, we believe to be inde- * 
pendent is best. 
o 
One field beside coordination re- 
mains the sole concern of the archi- 
tect and that is the esthetic considera- 
tion of the plan and exteriors. Wise 
indeed, is that Architect among us 
who can successfully council his client 
in this area as to what is good taste 
and what is passing fad. Fortunate is 
that client whose architect can design 
structures which in 10 years will not 
be dated and “out of style.” This is 
the area of our sole responsibility and 
there is no one better qualified than 
we to furnish this priceless ingredient 
of architecture.
